BOOKER T. WASHINGTON 
The Wiaaard of Tuskegee 

(From the Christian -Evangelist) 

Booker Washington was born about 
1858 or 1859. He does not know the 
year, nor the month, nor the day. 
He was a slave child, born of a slave 
woman, in a slave hut, — no doors, 
no windows, no floor but the dirt, no 
bed but a pillow, or rags, no dining 
table, not / e*en a cooking table, nor 
a stove, nor regular meals; ' he ate 
when he could, a piece of meat here, 
in bis fingers, a piece of bread there, 
a potato now, and a carrot then. 

He does not know his father. He 
heard whispers in early childhood 
that his father was tbe owner of a 
neighboring plantation, but against 
hint he cherished no ill will. Said he, 
be was simply cursed by the slavery 
under which h? lived. , 

He ha* no word of reproach for 
hi* mother. Indeed, hi* mother was 
the guiding star of hi* early life, and 
it wa* because of the (act that he-had. 
a devoted, determined, and wise 
mother, that he marched oat of tbe 
dough of despond in which he was 
born. 

Some of Dr. Washington's 
faying* 

Segregation? Says he; "You can- 
not bnild a fence high enough around 
a Negro community to keep the Ne- 
groes in; and yon would have to 
build it twice a* high to keep the 
white men out!" He reduces that to

Negroes round about them on the 
estates and in the town. 

Anybody who^ptas lived In the 
South loves the geniality, the kind!!- 
neaa, the sweetnes* of temper, the im- 
perturbability, the calm and tbe con- 
tent of this happy people, and would 
not be satisfied without them round 
about. That is your Southern man. 

Mow, Booker Washington's solu- 
tion of the Negro problem is this; 
Work, save, get, own. That will 
solve it all. He is right, absolutely 
right. That night he stood before 
the chicken booth, in Richmond, 
without a penny in hi* pocket to bay 
a "drumstick," tbe keeper of it said. 
"What do you want around here? 
Get .away from here!" 

The next morning, when he stood 
in front of that tame booth with a 
quarter, and asked for a "drumstick" 
a piece of bread, the man served 
him, and said. "Fine day today! Fine 
d»y today!" 
"Now," says Booker Washington. 
there it the difference between a 
bla& man with nothing, and a black 
man with a quarter." Says he to hi* 
people, "Yon save: get money: own 
a farm; have something to tell that 
the world want*; be able to do some- 
thing that the world need* to have 
dove, and you will be respected, yon

Antiquarians any that the atzonr- 
aot evidence of an event of early 
tlmee la a historical monument «rert- 
ed to eatahllah it. Take our Found 
of Jnly. What an Brei^reonrrinh' 
proof It Is of the Declaration of Intle- 
Dendenoe put forth hy our pollttca] fa- 
thers aa tho Magna Charta of our na- 
tion! We trace the history of this 
day from decode to decade until we 
reacb the point when It first came <o 
be. What then originated It, or what 
explanation aba 11 be given for lta ob< 
icrvance at that time? Thar* must 
be some cause adequate for such an 
effect, and we And It In that action of 
the continental congress. 

Just eo we hare the flrst day of 
the week which we keep as one of 
resT and worship. All the people do 
not keep this day. but many do, who 
are called Christians. They arefound 
In all nations and among all toncuos. 
Moreover they have kept this day for 
nearly 2.000 years, and yet there was 
a time when It began to ba. TATbat 
originated It, what explains Its coming 
Into being* There must be n «ause 
adequate tor each an effect, and It Is 
found in the resurrection of Jaeus 
Chrlat from the dead on that day. 
This proof la all the atronger when 
we recall Ibat the first Christians ware 
Jews, and that until that time they 
had. always kept the seventh day of 
tbo week, and not the Brat It must 
have been a revolutionary event In- 
deed to srodueo a change like this. 

The Testimony of Eye-VYltnesaec. 

But going farther back, what ground 
had our Christian fathers for belle-ring 
that Jesus Christ arose from the dead 
on that day* To mention only a Blngle 
fact, they had the testimony of EH 
eye-witnesses, mentioned by. Paul lo 
I Corinthians 16:6-*. One ere-wtt- 
neaa mlaht be mistaken, or two or 
three might be mistaken, but £11 hard- 
ly: And not when yon remember that 
too of them saw him at once. And 

furthermore the post-resurrection ap- 
pearances ot Jeaua Chrlat were miinj. 
for he remained upon tho earth for 
ill weeks. And not only were thay 
many, bat very tntiutate, if we may ao 
express It He walked and talked 
with bla dladplea. and he ate end 
drank with them. And he afforded 
them the evidence not only of the 
senses of sight and sound, but of 
touch, too, Thomas wne directed to 
thrust his hand Into the wound In the 
Bide of Jesus, and told to "be not faith- 
leas, bat believing." The man who 
rejects such testimony Is Incapable 
of accepting any similar testimony to 
anything or anybody. 

Personal Experience. 
And yet the man wbo truly bellevea 
on the Lord Jeaaa Chrlat, bu evi- 
dence of b more Intimate and 'satisfac- 
tory kind than either of those named- 
He has the witness In himself, for ha 
hlmaeif is risen from the dead, not 
sa yet physically, bat In a spiritual 
sense. He has risen from the death 
of sin Into the life of righteous neaa> 
He knows this to be a fact, and It hs 
mo great a marvel In hla experience 
that the physical resurrection to fol- 
low Is altogether removed from the re- 
gion of uncertainty or doubt 
^Bat bow did tbla resurrection take 
Flat'- '■■: bis case* Simply by be- 



ing, .the 

Jesus Christ This Is a great my.tery. 
but the moment a men believes what 
God has said about hla son who died 
for our sins and rose again for our 
Justification, that moment he Is Born 
again, he -Is a new man. In a new 
world, wltb a new hope In bla heart 
Tou do not need to offer htm further 
proof that Jeaua Chrlat rose from tie 
dead, he carries wltb him all the proof 
be requires In hla own. soul. 



No power can effect this change la 
a man but God; and If Ood effeetaitt 
whc-i a mac bejHevea, that 1* all the 
testimony the man needa that hla Sou 
died and raae again. Why not try 
It for yourtelf * It cost* nothing bat 
the anrrendar of ytanr will to Ood, but 
It la worth more than everything else 
yon hare ' In that world.

BLESSEDNESS OF FORGIVENESS.

This psalm la believed to have 
grown out of David's experience with 
Nathan (see Rom. 4:0-8|. It la the 
second of the seven so-called "peni- 
tential psalms" (6, SI, 38, Kl, 101, 13(1, 
143). While It la sad, ft la at the aama 
time one of the moat Joyful of all 
psalms. It la the record of bitter sor- 
row and also of heartfelt praise, and 
Is aa vital In lta message today as tbo 
day It waa given to the world. 

I. Ths State or Condition of Happi- 
ness, (l) What la happlnseaT w. 
1, 2. The blessed or happy man la tho 
one wboae sin la covered. God only 
can. forgive sin and baa plainly aet 
before us his agency, vlr... the shod 
blood. David as "king ' enjoyed the 
pleasures of life, but he also knew tho 
result of hidden sin, of slna covered. 
The Joy. or forgiveness la offered to 
all who accept God's gift of Justifica- 
tion (Acts 10:43). The psalmist seems 
to multiply words. 'Tranagresalon" 
means rebellion; "sin" to miss the 
mark (Rom. 3:33); "Iniquity," to bo 
crooked. When men try to cover aln 
we are expressly told the result (Prov. 
2S:13), but Ood literally takes away 
when be forgive* and "covera" aln 
(John 1:39; Pa. 10*:Li; SE:3). Nei- 
ther man or devil can uncover what 
he has covered. (3) Who Is unhappy? 
w. 3. 4. Contrasted with the state or 
condition of happiness granted to the 
forgiven sinner Is presented that of 
those unforgiven. David kept silence 
without only to have a raging tempest 
within — Upa silent, bones "roaring." 
During the days of David's silence fol- 
lowing bla sinful act he was gnllty of 
increased acta of sin and cruelty (3 
5am. 1S:31). The origin of the word 
Selah la not known. It probably Indi- 
cated a musical Interlude and In this 
psalm moat appropriately 'and drainst 
lcally appears. (3) How we may be 
happy, vv. S, t. All sin la uncovered 
to God. Hla all-seeing eye can pene- 
trate man's futile endeavors to hide 
his transgressions. The first atep 
forglvehass and to happiness 1b o 
feaslon of guilt God's heavy hand 
wrought saving faith In David and 
such faith has as Its first condition 
confession, "I acknowledged my aln.' 
Such confession Is full and frank. 
Nothing Is held bsck nor has It any 
elementof hypocrisy, and It always 
secures results (I John 1:9; Lnke IS 

20-33). -; 

The godly man, the man who Is the 
recipient of God's grace thus bestowed, 
prays In a time "when thou mayest be 
found," or (see margin) "In the time 
Of finding- out Sin" (v. 6 R. v..i. The 
prophet tells us that there is a time 
when we may not and Ood (Isa. 66:6) 
and Paul tells 'as when he may be 
found (II Cor. 6:3). 

II. How to Continue In tho State of 
•sing Happy. (1) Our security (v. 7) 
When men forgive they do not "cover." 
What God hides be forgets (lea. 38:17; 
Mlcab 7:19). Our security, our "hid- 
ing place" Is Jehovah. Our preserver 
la Jehovah (Ps. 91:31; las. 13:1, 3). 
Jehovah preserves from trouble those 
whom he forglveB (Pa. I4:1B). Soeh 
men bat* a serenity, a "peace" even 
the "peace of God 1 ' which the sinner 
can never have (Isa. 26:3; Rom. 6:1; 
Phil. 4:7}. (3) Our Instructor (tv. 8. 
9). (a) Positively— we have one who 
not only forgives and blot* oat the 
past but one who has promised to 
"instruct." to "teach" and to "guide-" 
Nearly all believe that the Introduc- 
tion of the personal pronouns In versa 
8 indicate that God is speaking In 
response to David's appeal recorded In 
verse 6. Jehovah guides with his "eye 
upon ■ ua (v. S ft. V.) He instructs 
as by his spirit through his Word 
(Ps. 119:106: John 16:13). (b) Neg- 
atively—Some must needs be directed 
by "bit and bridle." Borne have to 
learn through bitter experience. We 
have our choice. Those who will not 
listen to Instruction are compared to 
the horse and the mule who "have no 
onders Can ding. - Even eo they are 
more useful than those wbo wildly 
run after sin. Only thus can eoms 
"come near" (v. 9 R. V.) though that 
Is better than not to be brought near 
at all (3) Our faith (v. 9). What 
kind of ■ life will God'* forgiven chil- 
dren live? What Is one of the fore-, 
most characteristics of a happy life' 

stare Is the answer, "He that trusteth 
in the Lord." This Is the conclusion 
of the whole matter. 

Our only joy Is Is the Lord "who 
hath done marvelous things whereof 
we are glad." 

Chrlat Is the incarnate mercy and 
grace of Ood. In him we have God'*

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THE PARKWAY DEFEATED 

The Parkway is defeated— for the time being. The defeat can 
not he charged to the account of the Negro. The two largest Negro 
wards voted in its favor. We are glad to note this, for it indicates 
that our_advi.>cacy at the Parkway was heeded. 

We were no! actuated by any mercenary or selfish motive in 
taking, the stand we did. We still maintain that the Parkway would 
be of benefit to us as well as to the whole city. 

Hut further than that, there was a question of principle in- 
wived. Each administration cf this city, to a large extent, controls 
the political and civic destiny of the Negro of St. Louis. The pres- 
ent administration has shown itself decidedly friendly to us. The 
Mayor, in particular, on more than one occasion, in press and in 
public speech, has shown himself friendly and just. 

The Mayor wanted the Parkway. He showed clearly that it 
was no menace to the Negro— that the question of segregation was. 
In no sense, connected with this issue. Appreciation alone of the 
Mayor's unselfish interest in our welfare would call for our support 
of a question so near his heart. Besides, our civic pride and pro- 
gressive spirit would demand our favorable vote. 

We are glad that the Negro, on the whole, supported the Mayor 
and the Parkway. The real estate speculators, not rtrre-J«h*Bro. de- 
feated it. 

Of course, there was some opposition among us. That was to" 
be expected. No people can be a unit on any one question — much 
less the Negro. Some of the opposition may be traced to politicians 
who imagine they have a- political grievance. They have an idea 
that they were not treated fairly in the distribution of party spoil(.

The most decent thing 
he ever did was to stop preaching a Gospel which taught that "Cod 
hath made of one blood all the nations." and that "He is no re- 
specter of persons." And America is not ready or willing to be con- 
verted to "The Gospel according to Dixon."
